WALSH IN CITY 
WITH HIS FAMILY 


Paroled Ex-Banker, Bent and 
Pale, Almost Carried Into. 
‘House by Sons. 


BY L E. SANSORN. ‘ 

Dr. G. Harris White, collegian, dentist, 
eminent baritone, TRIBUNE baséball expert, 
and de luxe southpaw pitcher, lifted the 
White Sox within one game of the champion- 
ehip of Chicago yesterday when his rendi- 
tion of a symphony In cufves so completely 
charmed the Cubs that he extracted the third 


painlessly as it he had administered gas. 
Score 4 to 2. 

With the greatest crowd that ever saw a 
ball game in Chicago—the second largest 
that ever saw a ball game anywhére—root- 
ing for him, the svelte manipulator of the 
mysterious parabola held the mighty four 
time champions down to five hits, one of 
them a scratch, and would have denied them 
the semblance of a run but for the slips of 
Amby McConnell, a hero of the series. 

White outpitched King Cole, ido] of the 
whole west side, and Harry McIntire, the 
well known cinder king, by a wide margin. 
The White Sox tore off ten safe swats dur- 
ing the battle, four of them from the hide of 
the elongated royal person, and the other 
eix from the side arm splitter. It was the 
same White off whom the same Cubs made 
fave runs in a few minutes only the day be- 
fore, and apparently he was as good a pitcher 
on Saturday as he was yesterday. 

Crowd of 36,308 Sees Battle. 

The tremendous interest felt in the scrap 
for the city championship found expression 
In the greatest outpouring that baseball ever 
saw. With ‘86,308 paid admissions inside the 
park, there were more than 10.000 people 
turned away trom the ticket windows, which 
were closed tightly more than an hour before 
the game started. 

The largest throng that ever paid to see 
a baseball game was that of Saturday in 
New York, and it numbered 38,281, less than 
2,000 greater than.yesterday’s mob at Comis- 
key park. And ff preparations had been 
made in advance for handling such an unex- 
pected outpouring, all previous records in the 
way of attendance would have been shat- 
tered to bits. 

Not less than 45,000 people, ona conserva- 
tive estimate, tried to see that combat, and 
the fact that a new world’s record was not 
establishied® Was due wholly to inadequate 
policing ‘and fear on the part of the police 
officials that the crowd Would get away from 
the cops and not only wreck the game but 
possibly inflict serious injury on itself. 


Five Drives Go Into Mob. 

Pig as it was, the mob did not serfously 
interfere with the play. Four of the White 
Sox drives and one of those made by the 
cubs went Into the crowd. Sheckard would 
have captured the second of Tannehill’s two 
doubles on a clear field and Schulte mignt 
have reached the first of McConnell’s pair of 
two baggers. McIntyre probably would have 
captured Shetkard’s tall fly, the only ball hit 
tnto the crowd by the Cubs, The only hit into 
the overflow that cut any figure fn the resuit 
was one of Tannehill’s and that was respon- 
sible for only one run. 

The game waé in striking contrast to the 
one of the day before. Instead of a mauling 
match in. which beth teams went crazy with 
the bat, {t was a battle of pitchers and brains 
It was the first game of the series in which 
actual supremacy was demonstrated. In’ 
either of the first two games ft Was nip anda 
tuck all the way to the wire. Against Doc 
White the Cubs did not have a chance ifter 
the White Sox took the measure of King 
Cole for three hits and two runs in the third 


inning. 


RETURN LIKE DEPARTURE 


John R. Walsh, former Chicago banker, re- 
turned to the city yesterday, paroled, after 
serving almost twenty-one months in the 
Leavenworth penitentiary for misconduct of 
his Chicazo National bank. ° 

Bent and pale, his hair almost white, he 
tottered up the steps of his residence at 
2123 Calumet avenue and was almost carried 
into the house by his sons. His wife had been 
waiting and watching for him for hours. The 
train was an hour and a half late. - 

A taxicab drew up sharply in front of the 
house, and almost before it stopped Richard 
Walsh, a son, was holding out his arme to the 
old man. With John W. Walsh, another son, 
and two other friends, they hurried through 
the gate and up the steps. Mrs. Walsh dis- 
appeared from the window. The door opened, 
her husband tottered in, and the door closed. 


Keeps in Train Compartment. 

In the tong fifteen hour journey from Kan- 
sas City Walsh had kept to his compartment. 
His meals were served there. His own 
clothes were brought him, replacing the suit 
given him when he left the penitentiary. 
Books and papers were brought him. He 
did not stir froni the compartment until by 
arrangement with the railroad company the 
train was stopped for a moment in the freight 
yards, and. Mr. Walsh entered a taxicab 
where John W. Walsh was waiting. 

It was much like che departure to the peni- 
tentiary. Then, early on a January even- 
ing in 1910, he was driven downtuwn and 
by a devious route into the Sts Paul freight 
yards, where he boarded a train. 

Un the return trip he escaped from a possi- 
ble curious public by slipping between the 
freight cars & few blocks farther out, and 
with @ scanty greeting for the son hurried 
to the residence. 


Own Clothes Sent to Him. 

Richard Walsh, another son, had gone to 
Leavenworth to bring his father home, From 
Kansas City he télegraphed the family the 
prison suit which had been furnished was 
rapidly coming to pleces, an@ J. B: Kennedy, 
a brother-in-law ef Richard, hurried to Ot- 
tumwa, Ia., with some of the clothes worn 
up to January, 1010. 

No statement was forthcoming. None had 
been expected.. Richard Walsh explained 
that while the parole {® operative his father 
must be careful in all his statements in order 
to keep the pledge to the federal authorities. 

“1 don’t. anticipate any statement before 
the parole expires and my father fs free,” 
he added. “It is quite probable there will 
be hone then.. He wants to be let alone.” 


Son Attacks Photographer. 

There was one closing incident just before 
the doors of the house closed. Several news- 
paper mén in the freight y ards had plied into 

a taxicab and whirled down Michigan avenue 
im pursuit of the speeding Walsh car. They 
caught up, young Walsh glowering through a 
back window, and«bursting out of their car 
spread over the lawn, with cameras leveled. 

John W. Walsh, so identified by the Walsh 
taxicab chauffeur, rushed at # photographer 
for @ morning newspaper and knocked his 
cathera to the ground. They grappled and 
there was @ fight, With others of the Walsh 
party trying to get at the photographer. 
Other newspaper men pulled the combatants

Miss Ellerton shot from the saddle, rose 
high in the air, and landed beside the car 
track.

Witnesses say she was thrown fifteen feet 
in the air.

“ Miss O'Reilly, as I first knew her, was a 
checker in the café, and she also checked 
drinks from the bar. 

“After the marriage they began house- 
keeping in Forty-fifth street, and my wife 
and I often called there in the evening to play 
ecards. Mr. and Mrs. Henning would return 
these calls, and we became well acquainted. 

“The Henning home always showed the 
handiwork of a good housekeeper. Mrs. 
Henning was a home loving person, ‘and al- 
ways Was concerned tn John’s comfort. She 
seemed to idolize him. My wife and I often 
have spoken of them as being an ideal mar- 
ried couple.

“ Parting of the Ways ” home, Twenty-sec-

house of correction for terms of fram a week 
to tw8 years, for an hour gave their attention 
to a serinon based on news stories of the day. 

Mr. McBride, who eight years ago. began 
helping men “ down. and out.” conducts this 
original service every Sunday afternocn. By 
eliminating. prayers and warnings of the 
usual religious services he is able to com- 
mand a larger voluntary attendance than any 
other man who has preached at the bridewell., 


Compares “Tribune” with Bible. 

At 1:30 o'clock the men Jeft iheir celis and 
assembled on the main floor of the dormitory 
which is furnished with benches and desks 
Mr. McBride stood on the platform In front 
of them. 

* The Bible,’ said Mr. McBride, “isa great 
and good book; the greatest book in the 


| world, end from the Bible we can learn won- 
| derful lessons in right and wrong. We can 


learn the same lessons from the stories in 
THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE that I have here, if we 
| study it in the same way. 

“ T consider THE TRIBUNE has done more to 
shed light on the world and promote civfliza- 
tion than any other one ageney in this coun- 
try. We can learn the same great truths 
from this paper that we can frotn the Bible 
itself.” : 

The men, who seldom seé a newspaper dur- 
fhg their terms as inmates, leaned forward 
as Mr. McBride unfolded the news section 
of THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE of yesterday.

Comments on the news and the people who 
figured in it went with the stories. From each 
news item Mr. McBride drew a lesson in 
right and wrong. The lecture on the news 
was intermingled with observations on les- 
sons from the Bible, and every man in the 
audience listened to Mr. McBride's ethical 
interpretation of current events. He spoke 
in a vernacular they all could understand. 

Ae Mr. McBride drew the sporting section 
from his pocket a murmur of anticipation 
arose from the men. 

“Well,” he said, ‘‘if you are a Cub fan, 
you should be wearing crépe today.” 

The men listened in silence as Mr. McBride 
read results of football and baseball games 
from all over the country, and especially to 
the statement of ‘‘ Ty "' Cobb printed in the 
morning. From each sporting story hedrew , 
a lesson in conduct. 


Bridewell Chief Praises Him. 

John L. Whitman, superintendent of the 
Chicago House of Correction, praises Mr. 
McBride's work among inmates. 

‘‘“Mr. McBride is doing a great work,” 
“said Mr. Whitman in the afternoon, “ and 
deserves utmost credit for the way he helps 
the men. He has accomplished more than 
all the ministers who have ever tried to con- 
duct religious work in the bridewell,. be- 
cause he preaches when the men are in the 
right mood and makes his service entertain- 
ing; and interesting. When the men leave 
here the ones who desire it are given & card 
to “ The Parting of the Ways" home, where 
Mr. McBride helps them to find work and 
takes care of them until they do.”’ 

The “Parting of the Ways’’ home is 
known among the inmates of the house of 
correction as the “ McBridewell.”’

Declares Factories Make Weaklings;

Child labor in factories and the condition 
of working women were termed deplorable 
last night by John Mitchell, vice president of 
the American Federation of Labor. He 
spoke to a massmeeting of 3,000 persons at 
the New First Congregational church, Ash- 
land and Washington boulevards. 

Mr. Mitchell, in a review of trade unionism, 
said that the condition of these two factors 
in the labor movement stands as an indict- 
ment against the civilization of the country. 


Condemns Greed of Employers. 

“If trade unionism has rendered no other 
service to society than to palilate the con- 
ditions of working women and chiidrén in 
some places, it has proved a benefaction to 
humanity,” said the speaker. ‘‘ Through the 
remorseless greed of the few, a permanent 
army of tramps and vagabonds Is being re- 
cruited. This is the result.of child labor 
in factories, where the ordeal of grinding 
toil is pitted against tender years. The 
children are old and worn out, brokén in 
health, and ruined physically, mentally, and 
morally before they have reached their ma- 
jority. 

Uses Vice Report as Lesson.

Delegates Take Up Fight; Pass

The fight, which has been smoldering for 
many months, was caused by the workmen's 
compensation law passed at the last session 
The Chicago Federation 
of Labor opposed the law and is working for 
its repeal. Practically all other labor organ!- 
zations throughout the state, including the 
, miners, favor the statute. 


When the Chicago federation met yester- 
day a resolution was introduced condemning 


the law. 


Immediately President Wright, 


‘who is a delegate to the federation, opposed 


the resolution. 


Charges Federation Maligns Him. 


President Wright declared ne has been 
maligned, misrepresented, and misquoted by 


| delegates of the Chicago organization. He 


told of the fight on the present compensa- 
tion act by the Chicago federation, saying 
that it had worked hand in hand with the 


manufacturers’ association. 


Members of the legislation committee of 
the local federation, including Oscar F. Nel- 
son, vice president of the Chic&go body, re- 


sented the speech of President’ Wright. 


A 


series of cross questions followed until Presi- 
dent Fitzpatrick ruled such procedure was 
put of order, thet left the chair, and made 
@ speech in which he severely arraigned the 
compensation law and the methods used in 


securing its passage. 
Delegates Attack Wright’s Actions. 


Tumultuous arguments followed in which 
half a dozen delegates spoke ¢ither for or 
against the resolution. President Wright 
wag accused df having used steam roller 
methods at every meeting of the state feder- 
ation. -He was also accused of having per- 
mitted a corporation attorney to write twen- 
ty-one amendments to the compensation bill 
before it was presented to the legislature. 

When President Fitzpatrick finished speak- 
ing, President Wright clamored for recogni- 
tlon. Delegate Nelson, who occupied the 
chair, immediately applied the steam roller 
to the head of the state federation. The reso- 
lution denouncing the compensation law was 
then passed. 

President Wright finally secured the floor 
on a point of personal privilege and attempted 
to defend himself. He was interrupted re- 
peatedly, and finally retired, saying that 
most of the delegatés. had never read the 
compensation law and had no definite idea 
as to its provisions. 


Chicago Federation Measure Vetoed. 


The compensation law, which does not be- 
come effective until next May, provides bene- 
fits for injuries or death irrespective of fault 
or négligence. The general assembly at the 
same time passed an employers’ liability law, 
but {t was vetoed by the governor. The Chi- 
cago federation supported this measure.

His Reason for Anxiety. 

The reason why he is anxious that Mrs.

His Humble Plea.

“ You must not make me vain,” wrote Mrs 
Shelley in reply. and she continued, “ You are 
good and kind and deserve, therefore. nothing 
but kindness. But we must tread lightly on 
the mosaic of circumstance, for if we press 
too hard the beauty end charm is defaced.”’ 
‘Mrs. Shelley would like to see the “ Virgin- 
ius,” and “ a box would be preferable, wher- 
ever it might be, if it could be obtained.” Of 
course she received the tickets—of course, 
with 4n offer of Payne's escort. 
“Tf you like to have me with you let me 
know by 8 o'clock an the appointed day; if 
more convenient to make up the party with- 
out me do 80.” 

Still Afraid of Presuming. 
One perceives Payne here still much afraid 
of presuming.

“Your note looks as if you remembered 
all the nonsense I talked usually with Jane 
and you and the silent man in Lamb’s gar- 
den. I am rather given to talk nonsense~ 
and then only half of it wae nonsense—a vell,

Payne, in his reply, professed not to un- 
derstand at all, saying: 

“I am determined never to remember any- 
thing about you which may not be remem- 
bered with pleasure,” and also, “I shall 
always be confident you mean as kindly 
towards me as you can, and more, too, than 
I have any right to claim.” 


The Silent Man. 
. Yet ome divines that something has hap- 
pened-—something which Payne does not alto- 
gether like. Was the “silent man” in 
Lamb's garden Washington Irving? It isim- 
possible to say, but Washington Irving does 
figure in this story as a silent man, spoken 
of bul never speaking, and we are nearing 


‘the moment when his figure must appear In 


the background. 

His initials appear in two sentences, which 
may mean gnything,.or nothing: ‘ Thank 
you for W. I.,” and also “‘ I am still faithful 
to W, L”’ This synchronizes with the per- 
ception by Payne of a certain coolness 
towards himself, and we. find him asking: 
"Has any careless act or expression af- 
fended or vexed you?’ 

He was informed that no offense had been 
taken, and was invited to dine with Mrs. 
Shelley at Godwin'r house and to see her’ 
home afterwards. He accepted with protesta- 
tions of delight, but a passage in the letter of 
acceptance shows that jealousy was tor- 
menting him: 

“IT am glad you return to Irving, for ft fs 
tantalizing to have one’s héart in a state of 
miscellany. What I myself might have 
thought on Saturday, could I have presumed 
so far as to feel a personal interest {n your 
fidelity! Is ice a non-conductor? But if it 
ls, how do you convey impressions? 


€ 
Crisis for Payne. 

Mrs. Shelley, Mowever, was quite capable 
of conveying impressions, and she conveyed 
them while walking home with Payne after 
the party. A memorandum of the conver- 


sation was dhe of the documents which Payne 


laid before Irving. It plainly marks a crisis: 

“She attempted fully but delicately toex- 
plain herself. She waid she felt her- 
self so placed with the world that she never 
could expect ite distinctions, and that the 
high feeling she entertained for the memory 
of her husband forbade the hope of any fu- 
ture connection which should make the worid 
indifferent to her+or, rather, the English 
world. Therefore she was desirous of get- 
tingj to Italy and there paseing the rest of 
her life. 

“The conversation then turned upon you. 
She said you had interested her more than 
any one she had seen since she left Italy; that 


. 


you were gentle and cordial and that she- 


longed for friendship with you. I rallied her 
a littl upon the declaration and at first she 
fired at my mentioning that she talked as 
if she were in love. Upon her reply I an- 
ewered: ‘What! Would you make me ae 
plaything of Mr. 1.? 

“The scope of her remarks wasthet when- 
ever she formed any alliance it must be with 
some one whose high character and mind 
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should be worthy of him who had drawn her 
from obscurity, and that her selection must 
not dishonor his choice.” 

This memorandum was accompanied by & 
letter in which Payne was atill more explicit. 

“Tt was some time,” he wrote, * before I 
discovered that I was only sought as a source 
of an introduction to you, and I think you 
will, on reading the papers, feel that I might 

- have mistaken the nature of my acquaint- 
ance with the writer without any gratuitous 
vanity.’’ 

He proceeds to praise Mrs, Shelley as “a 
woman of the highest and most amiable 
qualities and one whose wish for friendship 
it would be doing yourself injustice not to 
meet,’’ and he begs Irving to “‘ see and know 
Mrs. 8. whenever you go to London.” 


Pleads for Mrs. Shelley, 

He effaces himself, saying, ‘I am not tn 
the least dissatisfied with the way in which 
she considers me, however difficult an affair 
so little flattering to one’s pride and affec- 
tions is to endure at first.’’ 

He even goes so far as to plead for Mrs. 
Shelley, and to beg that Irving will excuse her 
for having made advances which may seem 
temerarious in one of her sex, 

There seems to have been an interval be- 
tween Mrs. Shelley's admigsion that Payne 
was only her stalking horse for the pursuit 
of Irving and Payne's formal withdrawal 
from the field. Mrs. Shelley still wanted or- 
ders for the theaters and Payne continued to 
provide them in abundance. 

Finally Mrs. Shelley wished Payne to show 
her. one of Washington Irving's letters. 
Payne hesitated to send it because of some 
referencea which it contained to his own 
private affairs, but ultimately sent it * lest 
circumstances should give a false coloring 
to its being withheld.’’ 

His own covering letter is a very long one 
and contains his definite resignation of his 
pretensions, 


Irving’s Suit Fails, 

Payne was so much in Irving’s confidence 
that he probably knew—what Mrs. Shelley 
evidently did not know—that Washington 
Irving was himself, at this time, suffering 
the pangs’ of unrequited love. He had quite 
lately, while on a visit to Dresden, proposed 
to and been refused by Miss Emily Foster, 
afterwards Mre. Fuller. Payne had abdi- 
cated in Washington Irving's favor in vain. 

Irving showed no symptoms of any desire 
to assume the honors prepared forthim. Mrs. 
Shelley confesses tcy Payne, in. a letter from 
which it seems a fair inference that marriage 
and not mere friendship was indeed her ob- 
jective. 

In reply to Payne’s announcement that he 
is going to Paris (where Washington Irving 
was then living in the Rue Richelieu), and 
that he would like to see Mrs. Shelley again 
before: he goes, but feels ‘hat the pleasure 
would be fraught with: pain for him, Mrs. 
Shelley admits her fear that she has made 


herself ridiculous: 


**My dear Payne, though I am a little fool, | 


do not make mé appear so In the Rue Riche- 
leu by repeating tales)out,of school, ButI 
am not afraid; I am sure you love me well 


t enough not to be accessory in making me ap- 


pear ridiculous to one whom I like and es- 
teem, though I am sure that the time and 
space between us will never be shortened.” 

I have used Mr. Gribble’s.words mainly tn 
telling this story, because he is as forceful 
as he is picturesque. 


TRY FOOD BUREAU HEAD TODAY. 


Dr. Benjamin Perry Is Scheduled to Ap- 
pear Before Civil Service Commission 
—Charged with Incompetency. 


Dr. Benjamin Perry, chief food inspector 
of-the health department, is expected to ap- 
pear today to stand trial before the civil 
scrvice commission on the charges of incom- 
petency filed against him.

Lansing, Mich., Oct. 15.~—[{Spectal.]—Emory 
FE. Knox was @rrested yesterday charged 
with an attempt to extort $2,000 from R. EB. 
Olds. millionaire automobile manufacturer, 
through Black Hand methods. The police 
say Knox has confessed. 

Two weeks ago Mr. Olds received a letter 
signed by the regulation B.ack Band and 
skull and crossbones. The lette. demanded 
that a package containing $2,000 be left in a 
vacant lot near the city limits at dusk on 
the same afternoon.* Upon failure to do so, 
the writer declared, the penalty would be 
death for Mr. Olds and members of his fam- 
ily and the destruction cf the Reo Automo- 
bile compawy’s factory The writer warned 
Mr. Olds not to communicate with the po- 
lice, saying Olds was being shadowed and 
that {f he attempted tc do so, he would be 
killed. 


First Attempt at Arrest Fails, 

On advice of friends Mr. Olds did acquaint 
the police with the facts and it was arranged 
that he should do as directed by the writer, 
except that the package should contain 
blank paper instead of money. The police 


| agreed to be near and protect Mr. Olds in 


case he should be in danger, but through 
some misunderstanding the police were not 
on hand. 

However, Mr. Olds,.who was armed, got 
away unhafmed. Chagrined at finding only 
paper in the package, the blackmailer wrote 
a second and more. threatening letter to 
Olds which was received at his office yester- 
day. 

Mr. Olds, whose person, ‘home, and fac- 
tory have been closely guarded since the re- 
ceipt of the first letter, is in New York, 
and the letter was opened by R. H. Scott. 
vice president and general manager of the 
Reo company. The writer said he would 
make no further demands and that non- 
compliance this time meant sure death and 
destruction of the property without delay. 


‘Associate “Subs” for Olds. 

The police were again notiieu and it was 
arranged that Scott, who resembles Olds 
somewhat, should further * make up” to 
look like Olds and go through like proceed- 
ings to those Olds had in placing the pack- 
age at the designated spot. Several police- 
men were stationed in a nearby vacant 
house and at about nodn Scott appeared, 
dropped the package according to instruc- 
tions, and hurried away. 

There were no developments until] twilight 
came. Then a man was seen approaching 
the spot ealthily. He picked up the pack- 
age and started away with it. The police at 
once gave chase. The man ran into a house 
not far away. The house was surrounded. 
Chief of Police Behrndt and another police- 
man, with drawn guns, entered. 

Find Knox Smoking Calmly. 

Upstairs they found Khnvaw uncoumrnedly 
smoking a pipe, Behrndt demanded that he 
produce the package. He strenuously denied 
all knowledge of the affair, but a search-of 
the rooms disclosed the package hidden in 
a piece of stovepipe in a closet. Knox was 
taken to police headquarters, 

Later he told his story in the form of a con- 
fession, which he signed. He said this is his 
firet criminal act and that he decided upon 
this extreme method of securing money be- 
cause he has been out of work for nearly two 
months. 

Knox, who ig about 38 or 40 years of age, 
says he was formerly a traveling man and 
came here from Saginaw six weeks ago. He 
and his wife have been boarding while here.

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association shall aggregate not less than 
$5,000,000, and the local associations shall be 
grouped into fifteen divisions to be called dis- 
tricts; the territory included in the local as- 
sociation shall be so apportioned’that every 
depositing bank will be located within the 
boundaries of some local association. 


Directors of Associations. 
** Each local association shall elect a board 
of fifteen directors annually in the following 


“ Three-fifths shall be elected by ballot by 
the representatives of the banks that are 
members of the local association, each bank 
having one representative, and each repre- 
sentative one vote without reference to the 
size of the bank. Two-fifths of the whole 
mumber of directors of the local association 
shall be elected by these same representa- 
tives of the several banks that are members 
of the association, but in voting for these 
additional directors each representative shal]! 
be entitled to one vote for each $1,000 that 
the bank which he represents has on reserve 
deposit in the national department of finance. 

“At such election there shall be no proxies; 

‘the authorized representative of a bank as 
hereinafter provided must either be the presi- 
dent, vice president, or the secretary of the 
bank he represents. ° The directors of the 
loca! associations shall annually elect among 

_ thefr number a president, vice president, and 
an executive committee whose powers and 
duties and terms of office shall be determined 
by the bylaws of the local association sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act. All va- 
cancies on the board of directors shall be 
filled in such manner as the bylaWs and the 
laws governing the department. of finance 
may direct. ‘ 


Directors of Branches.: 

“As heretofore provided, all the,local asso- 
ciations shall be grouped into fifteen divi- 
sions, and each of these divisions shall be | 
designated a district. 

“There shall be located in each district a 
branch of the national department of finance. 
The board of directors of each local asso- 
ciation shall elect by ballot one member of 
an advisory board of directors of the branch 
of the national department of finance. The 
director appointed by the president of the 
United States from that district on the board 
of the national department of finance shall 
be managing director of the branch. The 
director of the district branch shal! admin- 


ister the affairs of the branch, limited in 
power by the rules laid down by the na- 
tional department of finance, and by the by- 
laws ,of the branch not in conflict there- 
with. The advisory board may, when so 
requested by. the board of directors of the 
branch, give advice and suggestiens wit 
regard to securities offered or any other 
inatter coming within the province of an 
advisory boafd, and shall have such other 
duties, and powers as the bylaws may pro- 
vide.

The National Directors. ) 
“The board of directors of the national de- 
partment of finance shall consist of twenty. 
one directors, and it shall be composed in 
the following manner: ) 
“ First—Six ex-officio directors—namely : 
the director of the national department of 
finance, who shall be chairman of the board, 
two deputy directors of the national depart- 
ment of finance, the secretary of the treas- 
ury, the controller of the currency, and the 
secretary of commerce and labor. 
. “ Second—Fifteen directors, to be appointed 
by the president of the United States sub- 
“ject to approval by the senate of the United 
States; mot more than one of the directors 
20 appok shaH be from any one dis- 
trict. | Fhe local associations in each dis- 
trict stall. nominate to the president five per- 
sons for directors, and the president may 
select, from the persons so nominated, one 
in each district as heretofore provided. 


Classification of Members. 

“At the first meeting of the board all of 
the members of the board except the ex- 
officia, members shall be classified into three 
classes, and the terms of office of these 
three classes shall be respectively one, two 
and three years. Thereafter members of 
the board shall be elected for a term of three 
years. Any director may be removed at any 

time bythe president for any cause deemed 
by him sufficient. 

‘*No member of any national} or state leg- 
islative bodies shall be a director of the na- 
tional department of finance, nor any of the 
branches, nor of any local association. The 
Airectors of the national department of 
finance shall annually elect from among their 
number an executive committee and such 
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She is one of the 3,000 women who are 
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other committees-as the bylaws of the de- 
partment may provide. 

‘The executive committee shal! consist of 
nine members, of which the director of the 
national department of finance shall! be ex- 
officio chairman, and two deputies and the 
controler of the currency ex-officio mem- 
bers The executive committee shall have 
all the authority which is vested in the board 
of directors, except such as is specifically 
delegated by the board to the committees 
or to the executive officers. 

“There shall be a board of supervision 
elected by the board of directors from among 
its number, of which the secretary of the 
treasury shall be ex-officio chairman. 


National Executive Officers. 

“The executive officers of the national de- 
partment of finance shall consist of a direc- 
tor, two deputy directors, a secretary, and 
such subordinate officers es may be provided 
by the bylaws. 

“The director of the national department 
of finance shall be appointed by the president 
of the United States, and the director se 
appointed shall select. two deputy directors 


and a secretary with the approval of the 
board of directors. 


The director of the 
national department of finance may be re- 
moved at any time by the president and the 
other executive officers shall be subject to 
removal by the board of directors. 

“In the absence of the director or his 
inability to act, the deputy who is senior by 
appointment shall act as director. 


Functions of Local Bodies, 
*‘Any member of a local association may 
apply to that local association for a guaranty 
of the commercial! paper or securities which 
it desires to rediscount at the district branch 
of the national department of finance. Any 


~“guch member receiving a guaranty shall pey 


a commission to the local association, to 
be fixed’ by the board of directors of that 
association. * 

“ The guaranty of the members of the local 
association, inthe event of loss, shal! be met 
local aseociation in 
the proportion to the ratio which their capital 
and surplus bears to the aggregate capital 
and surplus of the loca) association, and the 
commission received for such guaranty after 
the payment of losses and expenses shall be 
distributed among the several banks of the 
local association in, the same proportion. 

“A local association shall have authority 
to require additional security from any bank 
offering paper for guaranty, or may decline 
to grant the application. No bank shal! re- 
ceive a guarantee for more than 25 per cent 

of its capital and surplus. 


Functions of National Body. 

“ All the privileges and the ad'vantages of 
the national department of finance shall be 
equitably extended to every bank that has a 
reserve deposit with the national department 
of finance as provided for above, and shall 
otherwise conform to the requirements of 
this act. The government of the United 
States and the banks herein specified shall be 
the sole depositors of the national de @irtment 
of finance, and the department shall do no 
other business than that herein specified, 
with the exception of the purchase or sale of 
United States government securities, or of 
gold or silver coin or bullion. 

“The government of the United States 
shall deposit its cash resources with the 
national department of finance, and there- 
after all receipts of the government shall be 
deposited in this department. The disburse- 
ments of the government shall be made 
through the national department of finance.

Shall Report to Controller. 

“The nationa) department of finance shall 
make a report showing the principal items 
of its balance sheet to thé controller of the 
currency once a week. These reports shall 
be made public. In addition, full reports 
shall be made to the controller of the cur- 
rency coincident with the five reports called 
for each year from the national banks. 

“All reports of national bank examiners 
in regard to the condition of national banks 
shall hereafter be made in duplicate and 
one copy shall be filed with the nationa! de- 
partment of finance for the confidential use 
of its executive officers and branch man- 
agers.

Powers to Issue Currency. 

‘The national department of finance shall

previously issued by the national banks, 
and shall be also authorized to issue notes 
of the denominations of $500, $1,000, $5,000, 
and $10,000, for the convenience of the banks 
in their daily settlements with each other. 

‘* All notes issued by the national depart- 
ment of finance must be covered to the ex- 
tent of at least one-third of specié, and the 
remaining portion by bonds of the United 
States or bankable commercial paper as 
herein defined, or both. Adequate provi- 
sions must be made for their immediate 
redemption on presentation at the head of- 
fice of the national department of finance, 
or any of its branches, and for contracting 
ite note issue based on commercial paper, 
when such paper is paid. 

‘‘The notes of the national department of 
finance shall be received at parin payment 
of all taxes, excises, and other dues to the 
United States, except dutles on imports and 
for a!l salaries and other debts and demands 
owing by the United States to individuals, 
corporations, or associations.

western warfare and strength. She builds 
railroads reluctantly, as some nations build 
battleships. China seems agreed on this: If 
railroads must be built, if they are essential 
to self-preservation she will finance’ and 
build them herself, even all the way from the 
original surveys to the rolling stock. 


China's Policy in Railways. 


China has lacked policy in railway projects. 
Rather her policy has varied. This is not 
to be wondered at. As she advanced in rali- 
way building she encountered new prob- 
lems; she ts where western countries were in 
the matter seventy-five years ago. 

Tt has not been plain sailing. Existing 
lines do not pay. Perhaps too much was 
expected of them. The Chinese laboring 
classes have not yet got the railroad habit. 
A line like that running north from Canton, 
for instance, through an equally dense popu- 
lation in India would sapport several trains 
aday. - 

A railroad from Europe’s manufacturing 
centers to China’s oonsuming centers is 
more than a possibility; it will come inev- 
itably. 

There are about 5,400 miles of ratlroad in 
China today, of which almost half is in Man- 
churia. Seventeen hundred miles are near- 
ing completion. Surveys have been made 
or ordered for an additional 7,000 miles. Ex- 
isting and projected roads fall naturally into 
five general divisions: [1] about Peking and

First Railway Torn Up. 


One of the first, if not the first, railroad in 
China, connected Shanghai with its ocean 


port, Woosung. It was buflt.by English mer- ' 


chants and completed in-1876. As a ciriosity 
it was a howling success. When the novelty 
wore off officialdom got busy because it had 
been built without asking any questions. It 
is at least probable that a man was hired to 
throw himself in front of a train. Chinese

Chicago was deprived of the honor of dis- 
Placing the previous mark, 88,281, estab- 
lished on Saturday in the first world's series 
game at New York, not through any fault 
of the fans. Because the only means of 
egreas from the grandstand to the playing 
field were the narrow doorways leading 
through the players’ coops, Police Captain 
Storem ordered the sale of tickets stopped 
shortly before 1:30 o'clock. At that time 
every unreserved séat in grandstand, pavil- 
ions, and bleachers was occupied and ex- 
pectant enthusiasts choked the aisies and 
stood in every availabie space. 


Police Fear Stampede. 

The only place vacant was the open playing 
field. Late comers were directed toward the 
exits through the players’ coops. The crush 
there became so great that the police, with 
the detail that was on hand, were unable to 
keep the crowd moving. The difficulty was

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STEEL MART FAVORS BUYERS. 


Prices Show Generally Lower, 
but Consumers Curb Purchases. 


SALES OF PIG IRON SMALL. 


Foundries Clean Up Orders; Field 
Museum Contract Awarded. 


The iron and steel market has reached a 
stage where it is strictly a buyers’ market, 
under the influence of lower prices on bars, 
shapes, plates, and sheets. Notwithstand- 
ing this favorableness from @ buyers’ stand- 
point, however, consumers generally decline 
to take advantage of it beyond purchases 
for immediate needs. 

Aside from the sale of 4,000 tons of mal- 
leable to meet the ourrent needs of a large 
buyer and an inquiry for 2,500 tons of foundry 
iron, there is little evidence in the loca} mar- 
ket of an improvement in pig iron buying 
claimed for other districts. Most of the buy- 
ing is for lots not exceeding 800 to 400 tons. 
It fe believed thet the foundries ere clean- 
ing up back orders before buying to any 
notable extent. Local fron can now be bought 
on a basis of $14.50 at furnace, with buyers 
obtaining an extension of deliveries inte the 
first querter, while southern iron for de- 
livery during the remainder of the year is 
being sold at $10, Birmingham, for No. 2 

There wae no notable buying of rails in the 
local market last week, but specifications 
calling for track fastenings continue to come 
in freely. TAght rail business. has been ir- 
regular, without any uniformity as to prices. 

In the structural steel branch of the trade 
the principal feature was the awarding of 
the contract for 10,000 tons of steel required 


for the Field museum to the Hansell-Elcock 


company of Chicago. Bethlehem shapes are 
specified. Following the reduction in mil} 
quotations, announcement has been madé of 
a reduction of $2.00 per ton on structural 
shapes out of store. 

Demané for wire nalls has been particularly 
irregular, although the aggregate sales for 
the month of September did not fall off as 
much as was expected. The active demand 
for woven wire fencing is felt also in the cal) 
for barb wire. Aliso some irregularities in 
prices are reported, and this is attributed as 
much as anything to the wide variety in 
shapes of fence. Independents are bidding 
actively for business. 

The market for old materials ts greatly de- 
pressed, lack of interest on the part of melters 
of this class of tron being responsible for 
this condition. The tonnage changing hands 
is Hmited, with a corresponding effect on 
prices. 


REVISING DRY GOODS PRICES: 
JOBBERS ARE ORDERING AHEAD. 


Fall River Sold 100,000 Pieces of Print 
Cloths Last Week—Export Demand 
Quieted Down. 


New York, Oct. 15.—The unsettled position 
of the raw cotton market has caused some 
hesitation tn further purchases af cotton 
goods, but this has been offset in some de- 
gree by a continuation of the policy of revis- 
ing prices for goods to be made for future 
delivery and for spot shipment. 

Tickings, denims, and other heavy cottons 
are now being revised downward to a basis 
of 100 cotton or lower, and the jobbers whose 
stocks are low are or@ering ahead for two 
or three months on those classes of goods. 

Print cloths and other cotton goods made 
from medium count yarns are softer in value 
than the coarser fabrics, due largely to the 
influence of the long curtailment of produc- 
tion in the latter. Fall River solid 100,000 
pieces of print cloths last week, and southern 
milis are selling contracts in a small way. 
There has been some pressure to place busi- 
nese on these goods for delivery after the 
turn of the year,. but the millsare not ready 
to proceed at current bid prices. 

The export demand has quieted down 
except in the case of bids made at prices 
mills will not consider now. Yarns and 
knit goods are unsteady and are gradually 
settling to a new trading basis. Production 
in mill centers is being resumed under the 
stimulation of low cottoh. The retailers and 
jobbers are giving manifestations of more 
confidence in values by placing orders fre~ 
quently in small amounts, and they are evi-~ 
dently doing a better trade.
